Chairman Gerentine explained that this was a very difficult
decision as each of the firms interviewed were impressive.
Committee members expressed agreement that The Benjamin
Center possesses a unique expertise amongst other appealing
qualities. Committee members clarified that the contract is for a
three (3) year term with two (2) identical options to renew for a
one (1) year period. Discussion pursued on the Legislature’s
ability to terminate the contract if the Center is unable to provide a
level of detail and context that is expected. The Legislative Fiscal
Analyst encouraged Committee members to express any discontent
with the services received with her so that adjustments can be
made prior to discussion of terminating the contractual agreement.
Legislator Bartels expressed that she believes its a good change to
go with a different type of vendor but that she can imagine a
scenario where a deeper financial analysis is desired, encouraging
Committee members to consider the possibility of obtaining a 5-
year plan or a specific financial analysis as a separate service in the
future. Legislator Archer was in agreement, stating that as
members of the Legislature gain insight from this relationship, a
